B ig Contract—T he gener¬ 
al opinion is that our 
worthy county magistrates in 
their seal to serve their country 
have bitten off more than they 
can masticate with any degree 
of comfort or convenience. In 
doing away with the duties and 
“emoluments” of the various 
road overseers ofthe county the 
Fiscal court- did a wise thing but 
in undertaking for‘a small con¬ 
sideration to do the duties of the 
overseers the magistrates will 
likely find that they have a big 
contract on their hands. Each 
magistrate is required by the 
new order of their own making 
to let contracts and to personally 
oversee all work on the roods in 
his magisterial district and to 
write all orders on the county 
treasurer for work so done. The 
task of course is not so great 
that it cannot be accomplished 
but each magistrate must make 
up bis mind to “get busy* and 
to rent out his farm to the best 
advantage possible for he will 
have little time from now on that 
he may call his own, provided he 
does his duty.
